If Hammarskjö ld Had L ived 


Dag Hammarskjold’s tragic death brou ght 
to finality the raging issu e he was deeply 
inv olv ed in when he died. 
Shou ld the secretary -general of the Unit­ 
ed Nations think of himself as the ex ecu tiv e 
director of an international agency pledged 
to keep the peace? 
Or shou ld a secretary -general think of 
himself as the moderator of an international 
debating society that striv es to av ert war 
by persu asion and is helpless if persu asion 
tails? 
Hammarskjö ld thou ght of himself as an 
ex ecu tiv e director. 
He believ ed it was his job to take action 
to keep the peace; that was what he had 
been doing in the Congo. 
He had done this first when he took steps 
to ou st the Ru ssians w'ho tried to mu scle into 
the Congo when it was thrown on its own aft­ 
er its release from Belgiu m. The Sov iet Un­ 
ion thereu pon marked him for ru in, ex act­ 
ly as it prev iou sly had marked Try gv e Lie 
for ru in when he took steps to block Ru ssian 
•eizu re of all of Korea. 
The Sov iet Union, dominated by a political 
Mo v ement that alway s has relied heav ily on 
dialectics, wants the United Nations to be a 
debating society , nothing more. 


THE HARD FACT is that all the other 
m ajor powers in the United Nations also 
want it to be a debating society insofar as 
action against them is concerned, thou gh 
they want it to keep the peace with military 
action 
if 
necessary 
insofar 
as 
action 
against others is concerned. 
Natioas with the power to act u nilaterally 


do not want to su rrender their power or 
tolerate interference with their power. 
The Sov iet Union does not want a secre­ 
tary -general of the United Nations who 
might thwart its aims, bu t neither does the 
United States want a secretary -general who 
might thwart its aims. 
Nor do Britain and France want to be 
thwarted, as they were fiv e y ears ago this 
month when the United Nations demanded 
a cease-fire in Egy pt. Israel complied imme­ 
diately . Britain and France continu ed their 
attack for another week before comply ing, 
and many Britons and Frenchmen still feel 
that their gov ernments shou ld hav e refu sed 
to recognize U.S. au thority . 


IF HAMMARSKJÖLD had liv ed, he wou ld 
be in the thick of this issu e. He had joined 
it sq u arely in the Congo, where he was u sing 
UN. military force to su bdu e an u prising 
in Katanga Prov ince — not becau se he de­ 
nied the right of that prov ince to engage in 
civ il war bu t becau se he believ ed the pres­ 
ence of ou tsiders in the Katanga military 
force constitu ted interference, in the Congo. 
The fight in the United Nations is not ov er 
Hammarskjold’s su ccessor. It is ov er the 
job a su ccessor will su cceed to — whether 
it will be that of moderator for an interna­ 
tional debating society or of ex ecu tiv e direc­ 
tor of an international agency . 
For all present pu rposes, the issu e died 
with Hammarskjö ld, becau se it was essen­ 
tially his own issu e. His su ccessor will be in 
no position to agitate it. That may v ery 
v eil be the first req u irement of his su cces­ 
sion—that he won’t agitate any thing. 


Rusk Has Responsibility 


By coincidence, two sets of negotiations 
o f great interest to Americans hav e been 
going on at the same time. 
While Secretary of State Ru sk has been 
negotiating with Foreign Minister Gromy ko 
o v er a formu la to ease tension ov er the 
nev er-settled issu e of a div ided Germany 
and a div ided Berlin, representativ e of United 
Auto Workers and au to manu factu rers hav e 
been negotiating a settlement to keep peace 
in the au to indu stry . 
There are people who think negotiations 
in the au to indu stry are a mockery . They 
wou ld like to see the UAW broken u p and 
its negotiators, especially Walter Reu ther, 
president of the u nion, dispersed to the far 
corners of the earth. 
And there are u nionists who wou ld like 
tc. get rid-of au to company management be­ 
cau se they don’t like the idea of negotiating. 
They ’d prefer to dictate. 
Yet, the, way things are it’s gratify ing all 
arou nd that no one has the economic power 
to dictate terms in ou r 
great 
indu stiral 
complex es. Negotiation brings dou bts 
and 
d ’sappointments, bu t it is. 
things con­ 
sidered, the best possible solu tion to 
a prob­ 
lem that otherwise cou ld no t be so lv ed 
at all. 


THE THOUGHT of hav ing to negotiate 
with the Sov iet Union is repu lsiv e. 
Bu t before we dismiss negotiation 
as 
something su itable only for appeasers, we 
shou ld giv e ou rselv es the benefit 
of 
this 
On ce Ove r 


A completely disarmed world seems to be 


a wonderfu l prospect. Bu t take away all his 


weapons and Man cou ld become ex tra dis­ 


tu rbing. His words and gestu res alone cou ld 


constitu te international breach of the peace. 


If a king, dictator or other ru ler is de­ 
priv ed of his fighting eq u ipment what will 
he depend on in 
a crisis, a bass v oice on 
the phone, 5 o’clock shadow, past perform­ 
ances 
and 
a 
cry 
of 
“Take 
off 
y ou r 
glasses! ”? 
It will hardly be possible to do away with 
man’« differences of opinion, egotism, 
and 
quarrelso me natu re. His behav ior witho ut 
• gun in the locker cou ld be terrorizing. 
If one nation gets tou gh with another will 
the 
latter 
issu e u ltimatu m 
“Twenty -fou r 
ho urs to debate this or do we start unre- 
atricted name-calling!” 
When o ne cou ntry tells ano ther “ This is 
an insult to o ur national 
ho no r and we 
must begin hurling o pinio ns 
at y o u 
at 
o nce,” it will be fairly sure to bring the 
reply , “ Yo ur lo ud v o ice co nstitutes an ag­ 
gressiv e act. Co ntinue it and we shall attack 
y o u with ev ery shadow bo x ing technique 
we po ssess and call all dictio naries and cuss 
wo rd lex ico ns to the co lo rs.” 
Man is hard to get alo ng with, ev en when 
peaceful. Tell him he must giv e up a squir­ 
rel o n bird gun and he can blo w his stack. 
Fo r real peace it will be necessary to 
change human dispo sitio ns, which can’t be 
do ne by co mmittee v o te. 
We hav e seen many a blo o dy battle begin 
when o ne man said to ano ther, “ Aw, can’t 


dou bt; 
If we had responsibility for gov ernment 
action—if to that ex tent ou r tongu es and 
thou ghts were responsiv e to du ty instead of 
to the priv ilege of criticizing — what wou ld 
we think abou t negotiating ov er the German 
issue? 
Wou ld we not then think it was ou r u rgent 
du ty to make any agreement we cou ld reach 
with honor, if it eased tension and lessened 
the possibility of war? 
If the resu lt of failu re to carry on ne­ 
gotiations might be an ou tbreak of war, 
wou ld we not be ju st as heedfu l of the v alu e 
of negotiation as we are when we u rge 
indu strial negotiators to hammer ou t their 
differences to av ert a deadlock. 


CRITICISM is 
su bject to no 
restraint 
when critics are su bject to no responsibility . 
Nothing tempers criticism like responsi­ 
bility . 
We do not believ e Secretary of State Ru sk 
i* going to su rrender the honor of the United 
States by negotating with Foreign Minister 
Gromy ko. 
The United States is not going to liv e in 
shame becau se it tried to keep open the 
possibility of negotiation, instead of slam­ 
ming the door. 
All who are indu lging themselv es in criti­ 
cism of what looks to them like a “deal” 
shou ld ask themselv es what they wou ld do 
in behalf of their cou ntry men if they had 
Dean Ru sk’s job.

THE MEETING, I’m told, was 
officially known as the Pacific- 
Asian Dockworkers Conference. 
Ju st to make it easy for the 
boy s to denou nce u s, the sessions 
were ru n in fou r langu ages —Ru s­ 
sian and Chinese as well as Jap­ 
anese and English. 
This sort of consortiu m doesn’t 
fall into place as easily as fish 
into a barrel at Billingsgage. 
There had to be an organizing 
committee — and we ou g h t to 
make it known that among this 
grou p of arrangers was the power­ 
fu l leader of a powerfu l section of 
a mighty powerfu l u nion, namely 
Harry 
Bridges’ 
International 


Longshoremen’s and W’arehou se- 
hou semen’s Union. 
Representing that u nion on the 
arrangement 
committee 
was 
Bridges’ lieu tenant, Jack Hall. He 
ru ns the politically and indu strial­ 
ly influ ential ILWU in Hawaii. 
The Islands ju st happen to be 
second only to the Pentagon as a 
high command center of U.S. de­ 
fenses. 
Jack Hall, the Longshoremen’s 
Hawaiian regional director, had 
mu ch to do with the Toky o con­ 
ference’s Preparatory Committee 
decisions du ring its Ju ne 
12 to 
Ju ne 14 sessions. 


SITTING WITH HIM were lead- 
ers of the waterfront “u ltras” — 
the dockers of Ru ssia, Peiping 
China, Au stralia (where Commu n­ 
ist influ ence is notoriou s), Indo­ 
nesia, Japan, and Okinawa. There 
were to be Mex ican delegates, bu t 
the gov ernment “asked” them not 
to attend. 
What this preparatory commit­ 
tee decided is obv iou s from t h e 
formal resolu tions passed by the 
“delegates” after they kicked the 
U.S. arou nd. 
They attacked Washington for 
not thinking of Fidel Castro as a 
great ally . They blasted the anti- 
Commu nist inv asion of Cu ba. 
They took the line, later u sed 
by Anastas Mikoy an, which called 
for the abandonment of all mili­ 
tary bases. 
They called for an atom free- 
zone in the Asian section of the 
Pacific — where, of cou rse, we 
are the only force so eq u ipped. 
They sent word to all longshore­ 
men to “refu se to work” ships 
headed for su ch areas — and u rg­ 
ed them not to load nu clear de­ 
v ices or rockets. 


SINCE THE ILWU was one of 
the conference sponsors, and Jack 


Hall was on the preparations com­ 
mittee, it doesn’t take Einsteinian 
logic to conclu de that this cou ld 
well become ILWU policy . 
This becomes one of the y ear’s 
most 
significant 
dev elopments. 
After all, the ILWU’s membership 
controls all v ital loading on the 
U. S. West Coast wharfs and Ha­ 
waiian docks as well. 
Will they or won’t they load roc­ 
kets and nu clear dev ices? Some­ 
one ou ght to ask right now* We 
may hav e to load those in a hu rry 
some day . 
There was a great approv ing 
roar when a Chinese Commu nist 
“delegate” said there were no for­ 
eign troops in North Korea. 
The Pacific-Asian Dockworkers 
Conference then called on t h e 
United States to get ou t of Sou th 
Korea, as well as Japan, Okinawa 
— and the world, I presu me. 
By this time y ou get the gen­ 
eral idea. I’m ju st a naiv e lad 
from M anhattan’s concrete 
can­ 
y ons. Bu t it sou nds to me like this 
ou tfit has one big hate — the Unit­ 
ed States. It also seems to me we 
and the U.N. still are technically 
at war w i t h 
the Commu nist 
Chinese — or are the tru ce talks 
and 
meetings 
at 
Panmu njom 
merely a rehearsal for a mov ie. 


SOMEONE ou ght to ask ILWU 
President Harry Bridges —who is 
on record as say ing that it was 
really Konrad Adenau er who start­ 
ed all the crisis in Berlin — does 
he back u p the Toky o Conference? 
Will he permit his men to work 
ships, rockets and nu clear eq u ip­ 
ment? 
Or is Harry Bridges a man 
apart with priv ileges the rest of 
u s don't enjoy — namely the right 
to decide whether or not v ital mil­ 
itary eq u ipment can be loaded 
whenev er ou r military believ es it 
shou ld be.

Edmund S. Muskie, Me., 
an influential member o f the Pres­ 
ident’s party in the Senate who 
recently returned fro m a v isit to 
Berlin.'has just to ld the press that 
the United States sho uld co nsider 
the po ssibility o f giv ing ” de facto 
reco gnitio n to East Germany . 


He added: “A change in statu s 
for Berlin shou ld be ex plored, bu t 
in no case shou ld we agree to a 
change which might weaken Ber­ 
lin economically , militarily or po­ 
litically .” 
He said all this after conferring 
with Gen. Lu ciu s Clay , President 
Kennedy ’s special 
representativ e 
in West Berlin, and declared he 
reached the conclu sion that both 
Gen Clay and President Kennedy 
“ hav e no intention of sacrificing 
or compromising any v ital inter­ 
est of the United States.” 
The West Germans themselv es 
indicate that they believ e West 
Berlin will wither on the v ine nat- 
u rally and disintegrate from an 
economic standpoint if recognition 
is giv en to the East German gov ­ 
ernment. 


IN ADDITION to the foregoing 
spokesmen — whose words are 
carefu lly read in Moscow and 
dou btless interpreted as a sign 
that Mr. Kennedy will recede at 
the proper moment — there are 
others inv olv ed in incidents 
re­ 
ported in the newspapers of the 
world. 
Thu s, Gen. Clay had an off-the- 
record conference a few day s ago 
with press representativ es, a n d 
afterward stories w e r e m-intH 
that he, too, feels that “ de facto” 
recognition of the c.ast u cnu an 
gov ernment is inev itable. He later 
issu ed a statement deny ing that 
he had said any thing which cou ld 
lead to the belief that America's 
position on Berlin was weakening. 
Then there was a statement in 
the press ov er the weekend by 
Ju stice William 0. Dou glas of the 
Su preme Cou rt of 
the 
United 
States, who has ju st retu rned from 
a v isit to Ou ter Mongolia. 
He u rged that Ou ter Mongolia's 
gov ernment be immediately recog­ 
nized by the United States and 
admitted promptly to the United 
Nations. 
This happens to be at v ariance 
with the present policy of the De­ 
partment of State and happens 
also to be something that antago­ 
nizes the Nationalist China gov ­ 
ernment in Formosa on whose 
army America relies to help de­ 
fend the Far East if another Ko­ 
rean - ty pe war shou ld arise there. 
Mr. Dou glas is known to be a 
Democrat and a friend of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy . 


PUTTING IT all together, t h e 
Commu nists 
may 
well wonder 
whether these friends of the Pres­ 
ident and fellow members of his 
part} are giv ing hints as to fu tu re 
policy . 
Any one who 
knows 
any thing 
abou t diplomatic negotiation is 
aware that it’s hard to negotiate 
if y ou r adv ersary knows from the 
start that ev entu ally y ou will giv e 
in any way . All su ch com m ents 
natu rally become news and are 
widely printed. 
Bu t one wonders whether these 
v ariou s spokesmen realize that, 
u nlike the Repu blicans — who 
hav e a natu ral right to criticize 
and attack, and whose v iews are 
discou nted 
abroad — they , 
as 
members of the President’s own 
party , can by their u tterances be 
constru ed to reflect the adminis­ 
tration’s real pu rposes despite its 
strong phrases. 
One wonders also how mu ch 
easier wou ld be the task of the 
secretary of state, Dean Ru sk, if 
he didn’t hav e so many kibitzers 
formu lating foreign policy for him 
in the press and ov er the world­ 
wide radio wav es.

“ Recently I read the article 
you thought up on osteoarthritis. 
You made the statement 
t h a t 
there was no hope for the osteo- 
arthritic at the present time — 
that one would have to grin and 


bear it. Y'ou even stated that diet 
was no benefit.

Hun­ 
dreds. yes hundreds, have b e e n 
cured by my doctor (a D.D.S.), j 
And his patients and ex - patients j 
are building a big research foun- j 
dation for additional research yet 
the AMA says he is a quack.

What makes these and similar 
letters appear so fantastic to me 
is the obvious fact that there’s not 
a doctor, a medical school, a re- 
1 search foundation, a corner drug- 
Igist, a pharmaceutical manufact­ 
urer or a government agency of 
the Health, Education and W e 1- 
fare Dept, that wouldn’t give their 
eye teeth to obtain one or other 
of these “ cures.” 
Many of the great discoveries 


in medicine were made by 
per­ 
sons who were not physic i a n s. 
Pasteur, the Curies, R o e n t gen 
and Ehrlich to name a few, at 
random. 


The AMA has neither the power 
nor the desire to curb r e s e arch 
much of which, at this very mom­ 
ent, is being performed by scien­ 
tists trained in fields that are on­ 
ly remotely related to the field of 
medicine. 


Neither I nor any other physi­ 
cian nor the AMA as a body can 
label a person a quack 
without 
exposure to an action for libel. 


Only a governmental a g e ncy, 
such as the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, has the power to ob­ 
tain an injunction to protect the 
public against worthless and frau- 
dulant remedies and treatments.1 
And such actions may take years 
to complete; as in the case again­ 
st the “ Koch Treatment” forcan- 
ce r (actually sterile distilled Wat­ 
er given by injection) which start­ 
ed in 1943 and continued 
until 


the seizure of equipment and ma­ 


terial by U.S. marshals on Nov.

Hutchinson’s b ig thr^i, and the 
least experienced. 
But he had a winning streak of 
eight games at the end of the 
season and did not allow a single 
home run in 101 innings of his 
last 16 games. That’s what Hutch­ 
inson needs against the Yankee 
long-b all hitters.
